however, by performing specifically what kind of computer process, such Make robot 
generates an optimal page configuration is not fiiUy supported in the meaning of PCT Article 
6. 

Claim 2 describes inside of said transaction platform; however, the said is unclear in 
what it indicates because claim 2 does not cite from claim 1 . Similar descriptions can be 
found in other sections in claim 2 and claims 3-9. 
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
